Chicago, April 8.— Blood was spilled 
at the election in the Pint Wild, ami 
the police were called on to quell sev- 
eral incipient riots at the polling places 
among the followers of the aldermanio 
candidates. The levee section of the 
ward also provided its usual quota ol 
lesser brawls, with fists, rocks and 
clubs as weapons and whisky as acces- 
sory in every case. There were dis- 
turbances among the Italians of tin 
Nineteenth ward, where the aldennaniu 
contestants strove with beer, whisky and 
money to influence voting. Fist fights 
and ejections of trespassers on the poll- 
ing places by the police were reported 
in the Second, Eighteenth and Twenty- 
second wards. The police quickly re- 
stored order whenever an outbreak oc- 
curred, and on the whole, considering 
the bitterness of the fight against 
"gang" aldermen, the election was not 
a discreditable one. The open violation 
of the law against saloons selling liquor 
during the voting hours made most of 
the trouble for the police. 

The most serious outbreak occurred 
in the levee district near the polling 
place at 400 Dearborn street. Joseph 
Orogan, a clerk for the Chicago .t East- 
ern Illinois railroad, who was not in 
any way connected with the rioters, 
was shot in the leg and the 
bones so shattered that amputa- 
tion may bo necessary. He was 
going to his office when a gang 
of colored and white men engaged in a 
fight and half a thousand of the same 
class of men were quickly on the spot.
